Ralph  Robb,  retired  Superintendent  of  the  Clinton  Community  Unit  District, 
died  Saturday  morning,  September  8,  1956,  while  visiting  relatives  in  North 
Carolina. 

Mr.  Robb  was  a graduate  of  Illinois  College  at  Jacksonville  and  of  the 
University  of  Colorado.  He  first  came  to  Clinton  as  high  school  principal  in 
1926.  When  the  local  system  was  made  a school  unit  in  1948,  he  became 
superintendent;  and  he  remained  in  this  position  until  his  retirement  in  1956. 
During  this  term  he  carried  out  a program  to  improve  and  expand  all  Unit 
schools.
